QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 

Qurs.—[(H. H. New York.) A/thougk kaving received 
positive proof of other spirtiual phenomena, I found in slate.

Whose intellect is behind this power ? 

Axs.—A spirits under all circumstances where the 
writing is not an efect of trickery. Comparatively few spir- 
its outside of a medium’s band can manipulate the slate di- 
rectly, and in which event the controls are as much depen- 
dent on catching the names of other spirits correctly as the 
medium is, and to spirits names are as arbitrary as to mor- 
tals. Thought is a thing that can be formulated by the brain, 
whether it is given in Eoglish, Hebrew, an African dialect, or 
the language of Mars, for thought is intelligence—universal 
language, or nature’s tongue—and is understood by all souls 
of space alike. But a name is like a figure in mathematics— 
a material entity, and not of spiritual origin, nor are they in 
use after a spirit leaves the earth’s sphere. Names are lost 
in the character of the spirit or object; mathematics is lost 
in force or power. We judge, weigh, measure, deduce, and 
test by means different from three-dimensional beings. As 
spirits are not hampered by space or need space to dwell in 
as you, so space, like time, becomes as naught to them. We, 

therefore, need no mathematics. Of course, it has its spit- 
ual counterpart or substitute, but not yet comprehendible to 
man 8s. we use it. You are already beginning to measure 
space by spiritual mathematics through psychometry. So 
faronly you can be made to comprehend it; but by active 
thinking you might get alittle more light through infer- 
ence and deduction. Thus you will see that spirits have many 
difficulties to contend with in materializing their thoughts, 
as it were. Symbols are often given for names, if they con- 
tain anything to be symbolized. Spirits often give assumed 
names as symbols, indicating that they are of that character- 
istic. Spirits like Lincoln, Washington, Garfield, Shakespeare, 
Byron, Socrates, Confucius, and such, have a decided personal- 
ity, which has become a thought,which thought is symbolized 
by their respective names. Such names are, therefore, easily 
given by impression or formulated in connection with other 
intelligent action of a spirit on the soul-reflector (the brain) of 
the medium. Of this fact ignorant or vain spirit make use, to 
flatter or deceive ignorant and vain mediums, or their callers. 
But after a medium has obtained or heard a name, and thus im- 
pressed it on her own brain,it becomes easy for spirits to pro- 
duce it, by simply touching on the cerebral nerve, which will 
bring a response for the effect wanted. If aspitit has learned

symbolized. But few spirits comparatively can write without 
the aid of the medium’s control, or even approach the medi- 
um near enough to allow of even a description. Such spirits 
are either too high or too low for the medium’s environments. 
Thus the difficulty for scientists to find mediums that give 
them the necessary tests, few having the cerebral organism 
adapted for the use of spirits who would be naturally at- 
tracted to men of such mental capacity and force—the spirit- 
ual measurement of thought depending on the medium’s 
brain capacity for receiving it, and arbitrary words depending 
on the medium’s knowledge of mathematics—the latter gift 
taking a spiritual form, which meets its like in spirit. This 
is all that can be given on this intricate subject in brief, but it 
may be sufficient to give students a cue for further research 
individually.

imperfect. The more imperfect, the farther away souls drift 
from this ideal harmony, and marriage becomes a farce ora 
licensed prostitution, instead of a holy institution, as it 
should be. Under the first-named circumstances you would 
not want more than “one true union,” for all the happiness 
that nature can give, would be found in that. The whole uni- 
verse is based on the perfect harmony of positive and nega- 
tive conditions. It is the cause of life or constitutes life. 
Perfect life is love—the sunshine of the humansoul. Perfect 
love, or untainted by selfishness or lust, creates perfect or 
healthy life conditions—children born happy. Where this is 
lacking, discontentment is the result, and such begin life 
with a struggle for happiness, many hoping to find it in 
riches, and many in sensual indulgences or intemperance— 
all due to lack of harmony in marriage affairs. Of course, 
inherited discords are the cause of most of the mistakes, but 
it is only the secondary cause--one which the human race has 
to battle against. And if the next rising generation could be 
instilled with the wisdom in that respect that is already a 
part of the elders in the present, a great improvement would 
be the result of the marriage system, and the progeny that 
follows. Then nature would have better sway--or as it had 
before the world was corrupted by kings, princes, priests, and 
aristocracy generally —-and lead to more perfeet unions of men 
and women—returning from an unnatural and unspiritual re- 
lationship between the sexes to one as it is in accord with 
universal lJaw—the perfect interblending of one positive and 
one negative to attain the acme of life—bappiness.

We had, some time ago, a trance speaker upon our plat- 
form, who, in one characteristic, bears such a contrast to the 
great majority of our lecturers, that it seems, from my stand- 
point,to be worthy of comment.,I wish we had more of the same 
sort. The lectures were deep, instructive, eloquent, and in- 
teresting to all. I refer to the entire absence of all allusion 
to the mythical Nazarene. Believing, as I do, that the so- 
called Christ was a character built up by priestcraft, with 
Apollonius of Tyana as a suggestive personage, I believe that 
the Spiritualists of to-day should constantly endeavor to cor- 
rect the wrong teachings of the Churches, and strive to lead 
the people into the way of accepting the truth for truth’s 
sake, independent of authority of utterance. 

The fundamental truths of morality and religion can be 
tanght and enforced without being locked up by the authority 
of one whose plain teachings, if practiced by all mankind, 
would be subversive of society ond lead to universal suffer- 
ing. In most cases it is not well to combat too strongly, if at 
all, the fixed opinions of those who have been educated to ac- 
cept upon /ai/h, and that faith based upon what they believe 
to be the word of God, everything relating to morals and re- 
ligion ; and religiov, with them, consists in unquestioning ac- 
ceptance of a creed. Would it not be better for the cause of 
Spiritualism, which is the cause of truth also, for our ros- 
trum speakers to omit, unless called out by direct question, 
allusion to tbe so-called orthodox theology? Builda man a 
new house and give bim the privilege of moving into it, and 
dwelling there in comfort and he will very soon leave his old 
weather-beaten, leaky, and tottering babitation for the new. 

It seems to be true that there are those who are so conser- 
vative by nature that it is almost impossible to induce them 
to look, even for a better condition until tbe very walls are 
torn down about their heads. Such must be aroused, if 
moved at all, by showing them the contradictions and absurdi- 
ties of their old and cherished beliefs.

thonght in others and call out expressions by able minds.
